A Regulation further to amend the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, in 
its application to the Union territory of Andaman and Nicabar Islands. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the Constitution, 
the President is pleased to promulgate the following Regulation made by 
him: — Short title, 

I extent 

1. (I) This Regulation may be called the Industrial Disputes (Anda- 
man and Nicobar Islands Amendment) Regulations, 1985. commence- 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Andaman and rncnt ' 
Nicobar Islands.

2. In the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, in its application to the Union action 7.
